Astoria  High  School  has  had  a  football  team  almost  every  year  since 
its  organization,  if  there  was  enough  suitable  material  and  if  a  coach 
could  be  procured. 

For  quite  a  long  time  A.  H.  S.  had  no  field  of  its  own — the  games 
being  played  on  old  Astoria  Athletic  Field  on  top  of  the  hill  around  Third 
and  Niagara,  then  below  Astor  School,  then  on  Centennial  field  near 
Arden  Farms  factory — finally  through  the  efforts  of  the  Gyro  Club,  the 
School  Board,  and  the  City,  Gyro  Field  was  drained  and  lighted  for  use. 
In  the  summer  of  1949  the  city  turned  Gyro  Field  over  to  the  school 
district. 


Before  1921  A.  H.  S.  had  no  regular  coach  but  either  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
directors  or  athletically  minded  men  gave  their  time  and  ability  to  A.  H.  S. 
Lawrence  Rogers,  Joe  Malone  and  Charles  Abercrombie  were  among  these 
men- — usually  their  only  remuneration  was  a  gift  from  the  school.  The 
first  coach  who  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  was  Mr.  Sweet;  he  was 
followed  by  Martin  Nelson,  former  A.  H.  S.  athlete  and  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Oregon;  Lloyd  Sowers  was  head  athletic  man  for  three  years. 
In  1928  John  Warren  came  to  A.  H.  S. — his  teams  were  very  successful 
and  a  great  many  of  the  players  went  on  to  college  football  or  coaching. 
Among  them  were  Roland  Larson,  Milton  and  Norman  Thompson,  Howard 
Tihila,  Buck  Caspell,  Bob  Anet,  Delbert  Bjork,  Hank  Nielsen,  and  Elliott 
Becken.  George  Emigh  followed  Warren  and  was  here  for  three  years. 
Norville  May  was  our  coach  from  1939  till  he  went  in  the  service  in  1943 
— one  of  his  big  men  in  football  was  John  Bjork.  Mr.  Bowers  followed  Mr. 
May  and  he  in  turn  was  replaced  by  Ernie  Stranz.  Bob  Bates,  who  initiated 
the  Fingerling  program  in  1946  replaced  Mr.  Stranz  as  varsity  coach  in 
1947.  Replacing  Ray  Segale  this  year  is  Roy  Thompson.
